London, Aug. 1.—The Canadian Ga- 
zette says It has reason to believe that 
the Privy Council has intimated to the 
counsel for the appellants in the case 
of Fielding v. Thomas, that they need 
not reply to the arguments of the op- 
posing counsel, Mr, Blake. The ap- 
pellants contend that the Colonial Leg- 
islature were empowered by the Im- 
perial statute to make laws respecting 
their own powers and constitution, and 
that the provisions of the statute of 
Nova Scotia, under which the Assem- 
bly of that colony acted In the matter 
at issue, were not ultra vires of the 
Legislature, and that the House 
the right to pass laws enabling it to 
commit and punish persons for con- 
tempt, and also to provide for the In- 
demnity of its members against civil 
actions and other proceedings for acts 
done In the House. It was further con~ 
tended that a British Provincial Leg- 
islature had all the privileges and pow- 
ers of the British House of Commons 
and the Dominion Parliament. Mr. 
Blake, for the respondent, argued that 
the Mayor had not committed any 
breach of privilege in regard to his pe- 
Ution, nor had he been guilty of con- 
tempt in refusing to present himself 
for a formal reprimand by the House, 
which had not the power to order an 
arrest or committal In such @ case.

theacceptanceof certain religious beliefsand 
ordinances. Instances are given of men 
leading, eminently moral lives aod lacking 
only in a saving adherence to any religious 
dogmas. This surely is a contradiction 
unintentional but none tbe less solid of 
the contension that religion is the basis of 
morality, But this is not the only illus« 
tration, Russia is the only European 
country in which in recent years the 
reentage of suicides has not increased. 
The bandits of Spain were io their day 
among the most religious poople in the 
*vorld. Morality is the practice of ethics 
aod no one of ordinary intelligence should 
confound ethica and religion, There aro 
few higher codes of ethics than that 
taught by Socrates, and he was a pagan ; 
or those of Platoand Aristides who were 
Pagans also ; there was a. high code of 
ethics revealed in the life of Darwio. and 
he was an agnostic; of Emerson, who 
withdrew from the most liberal coms 
muoion in America. it bas bron said that 
| “his life conformed absolutely to the 
morsl law,” and such examples might ba 
continued indefinitely, There isin what 
we have said nothing derogatory to 
religion ; we contend simply that rehgious 
exercises in our schools are a source of 
national trouble, an obstacle to the edu- 
cational progress of Canada, and that the 
retaining of those religious exercises can- 
nob be ditended upon the plea that 
religion as popularly conceived is the

Keop the Sheep. 

The following good adyice Is from the 
FarmNews: We haye taken occasion 
before this to advise against sacrific- 
ing the flock of sheep that ought to 
have a place on most farms, because of 
the low price of wool, Sheep cannot al- 
Ways be held down, for thelr wool Is one 
of the necessities of clyilization and it 
can never be kept so low in price that 
{t must be produced at a loss for any 
great length of time. Sheep can be 
made profitable aside from the produc- 
tion of wool, if care ts taken In thelr 
management and the right breed 1s 
kept, Just at present the fine, heavy 
wooled breeds are under the clouds 
of low prices, and thousands of farmers 
who have well-bred flocks" are selling 
them at any price that is offered, This 
sort of a panic always has the result 
of reducing the stocks to a point that 
brings about a violent reaction in 
prices and those who are wise enough 
to hold on and keep thelr stock up and 
give It good care will profit by It in the 
end, This has been the history of the 
sheep industry time and again, and for- 
tunes have been founded on wise fore- 
sight In this direction, The heavy 
wooled breeds are just as good for mut- 
ton as any other, and there Is no reason 
why every breeder of them should sell 
them and invest the. money in other 
lines of stock or breeds of sheep, Fine 
wool 1a a necessity and the time will 
come when merinos will be again in 
demand, and the man whoghas spent 
time, skill and money to perfect a flock 
of any of the merino breeds will receive 
n price for his stock that will make 
them profitable, 

Bloctric Lighting for Carriages. 

Although It is claimed that the first 
private carriage haying outside and 
Inside electric lamps was that of the 
Lord Mayor of London, twelve years 
ago, it 1s only within a year or two 
that the precedent has been much fol- 
lowed, 

; ‘he German Emperor, the Prince 
of Wales and other foreign dignitaries 
have carriages thus lighted; and thelr 
example, ds well as the exhibition of 
such vehicles at the Antwerp world's 
fair last year, has gone far toward és- 
tablishing the fashion abroad, As yet 
very few coaches in this country are 
electrically Lghted. 

It Is a simple matter to provide a 
storage battery under the coachman’s 
seat which will supply the current. It 
‘is necessary, however, to mount the 
lamps on elastic supports of rubber or 
steel to prevent the jostling of the ye- 
hicle from breaking the lamps. Incan- 
descent burners of lesa size than those 
ordinarily employed in houses ond of- 
ficea nre selected for this service 

An elght-cell battery, elght Inches 
long, seven deep and four wide is sald 
to be sufficient to maintain the ight 
for eighteen hours without recharging, 
The inside lamp ts placed in the center 
of the roof, and has two filaments. 

A reflector und @ flat glass plate cover 
are other features of such Ughts, Ad- 
ditional lamps of various colors are 
sometimes attached to the harnvas at

FEEDING ORANGES TO THE OSTRICHES, 
noon at 4 o'clock he relieves the hen 
and docs not quit the nest until $ 
o'clock the next morning, thereby giv- 
ing the female only the short daylight 
watch, The usual custom, however, Is 
to remove the eggs to an incubator as 
fast ay they are laid. In this case the 
hen will often lay thirty eggs before 
Treating. Then, after an interval of alx 
weeks, she resumes her work. The os: 
trich farmer can count upon three 
periods of productiveness in a year, 
and mn aggregate of seventy-five to 
ninety eggs from each hen. In Calt- 
fornia the exgs hatch {n forty days— 
two days sooner than in Africa, The 
unmated birds are allowed to herd, and 
are known an the “feather troop.’ 

The plucking comes once in ten 
months, and fs a dificult undertaking. 
The first plucking takes place when the 
ehick is six months old. The features 
are of inferior quality, and are used to 
make dusters, These first feathers are 
called spadones. When the chick 1a 
one year old its feathers can be used 
for trimmings. At two years a Kood 
plume can be obtained, and after that 
the bird js a regular producer of fine 
plumes. As a rule each wing furnishes 
104 plumes, while about 125 are obtain- 
ed from the tall, making more than 
300 feathers to each bird. The tall 
feathers are termed “boos” in ostrich 
slang. 

The members of the regular feather 
troop are docile enough when undls- 
turbed, but if provoked in the least 
grow very ugly. It is necessary to 
blindfold the birds before plucking. 
They are brought into the paddock, 
and while engaged In feeding on the 
corn or cabbage leaves which have 
been thrown to them, two men who 
have had experience In the work ap- 
proach, selze a bird by the neck, and 
quickly thrust a long hood over its 
head, The ostrich is then forced Into 
an enclosure about three feet square 
and a gate is closed behind it. It is 
necessary stil to hold the bird, though 
while thus hooded it rarely shows 
fight. ‘The plumes are snipped off, and 
the stub of each quill is allowed to re- 
main until the juices have been divert- 

ain until the julces have been diyert- 
ed Into other growing feathers, ,The 
stub then becomes transparent to the 
eye and {s pulled out. After the os- 
trich has been plucked its thigh is 
marked with red paint; also after the 
stub has been pulled gut. Thus {t re- 
quires but a glance from the ontrich 
farmer to learn the condition of any 
bird in his flock 

When a breeding cock 1s to be pluck- 
ed real trouble begins. This bird Is al- 
ways defiant and ugly, and, if one 
simply approaches the paddock, will 
glare and hiss viciously. He Is a fight- 
er, too, using his queer stubby hoofs 
as weapons, and having the pugilist’s 
trick of kicking forward, ding the 
cock avallslittle. He Is usually taunt-

A Fire On 


An effective device for tho protec- 
tion of buildings from fires In adja- 
cent structures has been -muccessfully 
fosted in Boston. The idea worked out 
apparatus is to maintain a sheet 
ur between the fire and the 
bulldings to be protected, ‘Thix tk done 
by, Placing on every open wide of the 
building, near the top, a ne of pe 
forated piping for carrying the water. 
The complete apparatus consists of a 
five-Inch s#tand-pipe, extending over 
the upper story. From it rans another 
pipe around the sides and front, from 
2 1-2 to 4 inches In didmetor, On the 
front are three revolving sprinklers, 
ond one Is placed at each exposed side, 
In the centre. The arms are of bronze 
metal, slightly curved. At each end of 
the arms is a ball nozzle, such as in 
used by fire departments on regular 
howe lines, At the hase of the stand. 
pipe Is a Sinmese connection for four 
lines of the three-Inch howe, At the

“At 12.30 p.m., on Thursday, Aug, 1, a 
native Christlan rushed Into my study 
Saying several foreign ladies at Hwa- 
SADE, & mountain resort about twelve 
miles from the city of Kucheng, had 
been killed that morning, and that two 
houses had been burned. Filteen min- 
Utes later a note from Mr. Phillips 
confirmed this, He wrote that five 
ladies were dead, the Stewarts were 
missing and four persons were seri- 
ously wounded. I immediately went 
into the yamen, where hundreds of 
excited natives had already gathered 
and requested the district magistrate, 
Wong, to send some soldiers at once 
to Hwasang to protect those lying. 
In hale an hour the magistrate went 
to Hwasang under an escort of about 
60 soldiers, 

Lord Salisbury and the Chinese Am- 
bassador had a lengthy interview at 
the Foreign Office this aftérnoon.

position could hold it against all odds of 
numbers until driven out by artillery.” 
Wo are only at the boginning of bicycling.

Rey. F. F. Ellinwood, D.D., 
tary of the Presbyterian Board of 
Missio: said to a reporter this after- 
noon :*"When any of our missionaries 
have been killed by a mob we are sure 
to be notified by cable at the earliest 
possible moment. Since none have ar- 
rived we feel assured no such disaster 
has befollen our miasionaries. It seems 
to us that our Government, as well 
as Great Britain, should take hold of 
this in earnest and secure treaty stipu- 
Jations which should be carried out 
in earnest. Our only security Mes in 
the punishment, not only of the ac- 
tual murderers, but of the officinis 
also who have connived at the out- 
breaks and are In reality more respon- 
sible." 

Acting Secretary Adee has recelved 
from United States Consul-General 
Jernigan at Shanghai a despatch dat- 
ed July 12, enclosing four letters re- 
celved by him from missionaries giv- 
ng ip great detail accounts of events 
in China leading up to the riots against 
the missionaries at Cheng Tu, in the 
Province of Szechuen. One of these, 
from Spencer Lenir, very comprehen- 
sive in scope, dated Chung King, 
China, says that the West China mis- 
sion of the Methodist Epfscopal 
Church is the only American Mission 
represented at Cheng Tu. The Ameri- 
cans there were the Rev, Olin Cody 
and wife, H. L. Cartwright, M.D., and 
wife and two children and 
Rev. J. A. Peat and 
wife and two children. This mission 


seore- 


owned but one plece of property in 
Cheng Tu on which was a Chinese 
building fitted for the residence of 


two families, a Chinese building used 
as a chapel, a dispensary and minor 
gtructures. Mr. Lenir says that sub- 
stantially all these are gone, even the 
paving stones being carried out of the 
courts, The total loss, exclusive of 
personal losses, Is about 6000 tacls, 

Mr. Lenir describes the various at- 
tacks made on the premises of the 
Canadian Methodist Mission, ‘The two 
physicians in charge of the hospital 
and chapel, which were afterwards 
looted and burned, kept the mob at 
bay, but the officials would give no 
assistance, although several of them 
were quite near. 

Late that evening, May 28, the mem-~ 
‘sof the American Methodist Mis- 
sion sought refuge in the district mu 
istrate’s yemen, but were refused and 
told they would be protected if they 
returned home. Relying upon this 
promise they were entirély unprer 
ed for the mob, which soon visite 
them, and had barely time to escape. 
Operations were renewed by the mob 
at daybreak ntxe day,and before noon 
the attack was general on Il the Cath 
colic and Protestant mission places.

A practical method of teaching the 
poor to help themsleves has been hit 
upon by the committee on charliles of 
the Washington Board of Trade, It is 
in*the way of suggestion. The com- 
mittee has bad 6,000 cards printed with 
a plain statement of the need of saving 
something each week from the unus- 
ually good wages of the summer to 
meet the heavier expenses of the winter 
season, Advice Is cheap, but the sig- 
gestions that something should be saved 
ahead, and Instructions as to the bes! 
manner of saving, may come, it Is 
thought, into the hands of some who 
Will profit by the counsel, and who will 
be better prepared to care for t 
selves without help through the 
weather on account of the foresight of

"I will kivs him,” says 
Judas, “and by that signal you will 
know on whom to lay your hands of 
arrest.”

early all the stores and trading 
places belong to the Alaska Commer- 
clul Company or the North Amer- 
joan Navigation Company. The former 
company has absolutely ruled and con- 
trolled the entire fur trade of Al- 
Aska for nearly twenty years, and has 
waxed immensely rich off the natives 
and white hunters, who had no alter- 
native but to sell to them at thelr own 
price, as they owned all the vessels en- 
gaged In the trade, and also all the 
supply stations where the hunters were 
compelled to get their provisions and 
hunting equipments. Millions of dol- 
lars have been made by this monopo- 
Matto grab-all company through getting 
valuable fur in trade for cheap grover- 
fea and trinkets, 

There ls now and always has been, 
two distinct prices in trading in Alas- 
ka. There is the Indian's price and the 
white man’s price. Thé Indian always 
gets less for his fur than the white 
man, and he always pays more for hin 
provisions, As the old saying is, com- 
petition is the life of trade; so it has 
proved in this case. Other capitalists 
saw a rich fleld for Investment and the 
consequence was the springing up of 
the North American Company, and the 
once all-powerful syndicate known as 
the Alaska Commercial Company ts 
now held in check, but it still does the 
major portion of the fur business, be- 
ing so well equipped and having so 
many different trading posts. 

Another enterprising business man, 
Mr. C. D, Ladd of San Francisco, has 
the last few years done a large fur 
business with the whites and Indlans 
at Tynook, Cook's Inlet, Alaska, be- 
aides salting from 2,000 to 3,000 barrels 
of salmon each season. 

RESOURCES OF \LABKA, 

The industries which engage the at- 
tention of nine-tenthe of the inhabi-~ 
taunts of Southeastern Alaska are fish- 
ing and mining. The great Treadwell 
mine on Douglas Island, which ia op- 
erated from one year’s end to another, 
has the largest gold stamp quarts miil 
in the world, and it cari be fairly stat- 
ed that over $100,000 of bullion is pro- 
duced monthly. The Silver Bow Basin 
property, nearby, Js being rapidly de-

Politics as a Career 
(Brom Harper's Weekly.) 

In the recent transfer of power in Eng- 
land from the Liberals to the Unionlats no 
one feature is more striking in its con- 
trast with American methods than the 
steadiness of political careers. It Is 
Salisbury's third cabinet which succeeds 
Gladstones's fourth cabinet. To us, to 
whom the idea of a ‘third term’ is 
odious, such continuity of power is moat 
incredible, In English politics, on the 
other hand, permancy of leadership, and, 
whether in power or in opposition, the 
Isadera hold their places, and grow and 
gain in authority, In the new cabinet for 
instance, there is not a man who has not 
bven tried in official life and responsibility, 
Most of them have been in politics since 
theire rly manhood. Even the younger 
men, who begin their ministerial careers 
io subordinate positions, aro what we 
should call political veterans. Such a 
thing as putting a new and untried mao 
ina responsible cabinet position would 
not be thought of. The English can 
do these things because a statesman of 
eminent ability can generally find a con- 

ituency to send himto Parliament, All 
Britain js the district of any member of 
Parliament, and no Englishmen of 
cabinet calibre need be relegated to pri- 
vate life by the peanut politics of his im~ 
mediate locality. 

It is hardly worth while emphasizing 
the contrast in this councry. Here two 
successive and opposing ‘tidal waves” 
have swept from the face of politics near- 
ly every prominent member of Congress 
on both sides of the House. No one can 
argue that such a destruction of all the 
gains of political experience canbe bene- 
ficial. Our politics cannot be better 
managed under a system which ends poli« 
political careers just when they are most 
valuable. Bub the sentiment of local 
pride is strong enough #0 prevent our 
country from getting the benefit of acy 
statesmanship that 1s not bounded by the 
district limits,

wrecked, and belated pedestrians were 
badly injured by the falling of glass 
and flying debris. The fronts of many 
buildings in the vicinity were very. 
badly wrecked. 

At 12.85, o'clock five injured persons 
had been taken out. They were all 
Inmates of the upper stories and sank 
down with the floors, escaping more 
fortunately than thonxe below. As the 
chances of escape lessened the cries of 
the imprisoned people increased, heart- 
rending shrieks rising from every por- i 
tion of the great mass of wreckage. 

Two Injured women had been almost | 
extricated from the ruins when the 
flames approached so close that the 
resuers had to abandon them. The 
bodies of three women were also seen 
in the back part of the building, but 
could not be reached. The firemen 
worked with great heroism. The heat 
was Intense and the smoke blinding. 

Mrs, Greiner, wife of the Assistant 
Superintendent of the State Capitol, 
with her husband, are In the ruina, 
for,according to the firemen, they saw 
the woman appealing to them from 
the back of a truss that pinioned her 
to the floor of the office whence she 
had tried to escape. At 11 o'clock the 
fire got away from the department 
and made rapid headway, with the 
chances of consuming the entire block. 
Every engine in the city was sum- 
moned. By the explosion, everything 
in the shape of a record was destroy- 
ed and there will be no means of re- 
alizing the extent of the fatalities. 
even after the building has been razed 
to the ground, for the bones are in 
the centre of a furnace that will re- 
duce them to a calcined mass and 
destroy all traces of identity. 

‘The hotel was of the better kind of 
second-class hotels, catering largely to 
transient family patronage. Thus 
many women and children were #mong 
the guests. The building was built as 
the Eden Musee by the widow of ‘Tom 
Thumb, and was so occupled, later 
being remodeled for use as a hotel. 
The Gumery has been destroyed by 
fire three times. 

The lst of dead Is supposed to be 
20. Amid the tons of burning debris 
are scenes full of horror. The front 
of the building is standing, but inthe 
back and centre ts the scene of the 
terrible devastation of the explosion. 
Mingled with bricks and mortar and 
burning ruins are human bones, hu- 
man skulls and the smell of burning 
flesh, The north wall is still standing, 
but a huge crack gives warning that 
a fall may be expected. Directly in 
the path of this wall are buried at 
least eight bodies. 

A midnight report says: Probably 
25 men, women and children perished. 

Seventeen-year-old Elmer Pierce, who 
was temporarily placed In charge of , 
the boller was responsible for the ex- 
plosion. With the boller almost at 
white heat he let cold water into the 
tubular machinery, causing an tmme- 
diate explosion, He escaped uninjur- 
ed and ts belng hunted by an angry 
people,

Tho flocking of the rural population 
to the cities, Ita results and how to 
counteract them are problema that 
yearly become more serious, In the 
United States there has been a steady 
growth in the urban population dur- 
ing the last hundred years, In 1790 the 
percentage of the total population 
which Hved in citles was 3.35. In 1890 
it had increased to 29.12. It has grown 
more than 7 per cent. in the laat de- 
cade. 

England's percentage of urban popu- 
lation is the highest in Burope—48 per 
cent. Thrifty Holland is next In the 
list, for $8 out of every hundred of her 
Inhabitants live in towns. Belgium's 
percentage la M4.6.and France's but 24. 

It is in Sweden and Russia that the 
rural population Is the largest In pro- 
portion. In each of these countries 91 
persons out of every hundred live out+ 
aide of the towns, Norway, Greece, 
Switzerland and Germany, In the order 
named, have the next largest percent+ 
age of urban dwellers,

be vigorously combated, there are not 
Jacking indications that it contains 
within itself the seeds of its own de- 
struction. Families like the Astors that 
fasten themselves like abelones on a 
single spot and suck out the resources 
of a community from generation to 
neration, are happily rare, and the 
conditions that permit them to subsist 
may bo easily altered by legislation, 
The difficulty of maintaining great 
ations of capital intact under 
vy cireumstances has been strik- 
ingly illustrated in San Francisco. 
A‘tew years ago, among many large 
accumulations of wealth in this town, 
cight stupendous fortunes stood con- 
spicuously pre-eminent—the four rail: 
road fortunes of. Flood, O'Brien, Mac 
kay and Fair, Tho wildest ideas pre- 
yailed concerning the size of these 
hoards. Stanford and Huntington were 
commonly supposed to be worth at least 
$100,000,000 apiece. At one time Mac- 
kay was the richest man in the 
world and his wealth was figured as 
high as $600,000,000, ‘The estimate was 
based on the reasonable idea of taking 
the dividends on his mining stocks as 
the interest on a capital suftic 
produce such returns at ordinary rates, 
and perhaps allowing for a geometrical 
increase on the previously observed 
scale, 


WiOF these huge fortunes only that of 


Huntington remains undiminished in 
the original hands. Mackay is living, 
but bis wealth, actual and reputed, has 
shrunk until ho sometimes finds it hard 
to lay his bands at short notice on $8,- 
000,000 or $4,000,000 in ready cash. 
The Stanford estate has been generous 
ly «dedicated to public uses Tho 
Crocker estate has to support several 
familic several oxponsive establish- 
ments. ‘Tho Hopkins estate is probably 
smaticr now than when Mark Wopking 
died, Flood and O'Brien saw their 
wealth diminish to ordinary proportions 
before thelr death, and their heirs are 
not conspicuous now among the multi- 
millionaires, The shrewdest and hard- 
est of the bonanza kings has just died, 
and his wealth will be divided into 
soveral party in any caso, and may be 
all swallowed up by the legal talont that 
has displayed such absorbent ability in 
the Jessup and Blythe cases,

Animal Vision. 

Birds are commonly credited with an 
extraordinary range of Vision, Ciroum- 
stanc lend aid to the development of 
the mental factors in thelr case, The 
Uaual distance at which (terrestrial spe- 
cles use thier eyos Is Hmited by the 
ground horizon. But in the case of 
the soaring birds, such as vultures and 
eagles, the horizon, the natural limit 
of sight, is enormously extended. Mac 
gillivray early noted that though birds 
of prey have orbits of great al 
eyeball of the common buzzard 
one and one-eighth Inches In diamete 
—they do not, ax nm rul¢, boar when 
necking their prey, ‘The eagle, when 
hunting, fled low, just ax do the spar-) 
rowhawk and the hen-harrier. 

Yet the yulturea and condors, birds 
which admittedly do soar when seok- 
ing food, have been proved to find car- 
rion by sight. A carcass was covered 
with canvas and some offal placed up~ 
on it. The yultures saw this, deacend- | 
ed and ate it, and then sat on the 
covered portion within a few inches , 
of a putrid carcass, When a hole was} 
made in the covering they saw and at- 
tacked the food below. But the rapid 
congregation of vultures from a dis- 
tance to & carcass is probably due to 
their watching thelr neighbors, each 
of which js surveying a limited area. 
Charles Darwin pointed oat that In a 
level country the height of sky com- 
monly noticed by a mounted man is 
not more than 16 degrees above the 
horizon; and « vulture on the wing at 
the helght of between 3,000 and 4,000 
feet would probably be two miles dis- 
tant and invisible. Those which de- 
scend rapidly and appear to have come 
from beyond the range of human sight, 
were perhaps hovering vertically over 
the hunter when he killed is game, 

There remains one undoubted = tn- 
stance In which bird vision Is far keen- 
er than that of man. The great grey 
shrike, Lanius excubitor, ia habitually 
the men who catch falcons at 
ard to glve notice of the ap- 
a hawk. The bird sees it 
r than the men, and at once 
tice of its approach. ‘This ts 
inglt Instance in which the spectal~ 
jzed acuteness of sight may be due to 
the fact that the bird in question much 
yesembles in color the pigeons, which 
are the falcon's favorite food. But 
Jong sight does not seem a common 
property of bird-vision. The gannets, 
which catch fish at sea, descend from 
a considerable height, but they kill 
their prey on the surface of the water, 
or near it, Nocturnal birds and animals 
though able to see with little light, have 
no enhanced power when the } 
more powerful; and the animals which, 
like deer, feed by night or day indiffer- 
ently, have only developed a keenness 
of vision from constant fear and vigi- 
lance, Horses and cattle, which have 
the same power of sight by night, have 
never increased their visual range. 
Dogs habitually rely on another sense, 
that of scent, in preference to their 
eyes, and will walk over a Qad bird, 
while thelr brain is iritent on discoye! 
ing its place by scent alone, Weasels, 
when hunting, will run up to a human 
being who imitates the squeak of a 
rabbit, and peer up at him, to discover 
where the sound comes from, The 
smaliness of the eye limits its powers; 
just as the best telescope has usually 
the largest object glass, xo the largest 
oye will probably be the best organ of 
sight: and In the absence of any ex- 
traordinary developments in the size 
of the organ Itself In animals, thelr 
powers of vision must, In the absence 
of evidence to the contrary, be sup- 
posed to be proportionately Mmited.— 
London Spectator. 


FISH SUPPLY IN THE LAKES, 


Whitefish Almost Entirely Gone From 


the South Shore. 


In a recent issue of the Buffalo 
Times considerable space is devoted to 
the subject of the depletion of the 
fish supply In Lake Erle and Lake 
Ontario, and some of the causes which 
have contributed to this unfortunate 
condition of affairs, 

It did not require this comprehensive 
statement of facts to convince dwel- 
lers on the borders of these two great 
lakes that the fisherles have deciined 
jn importance during the past ten 
yeurs, Aas late as 1885 large cate) 
whitefish were the rule along th 
shore of Lake Ontarlo, from the 
ara River to the Ducks and Clayton. 
To-day the catch of a single fairly 
adult whitefish off the harbor of Char- 
lotte would be heralded as an unusual 


event, and the specimen would com- 
mand a fancy price as a rarity At 
Sodue it is not uncommon to find two 
or three falr-sized whitefish in the 
seine, und at points further east along 
the shore they are atill more common,

stances, it Is certainly not strange that 
whitefish of marketable size should 
disappear from the waters of Lak 
Erle. ,

punishing her step-s0o 
was concluded. Magistrate Flint found 
her guilty aud noed her $3and costa It 
is said tho case will be appealed. Follow 
is his judgment 

For this difficult case machevidence has 
been given. In afew words I shall aum 
up the case and give my views of the 
mattec. The boy Roy was (1s he declares) 
stubborn. He was asked a simple ques 
tion,not at all difficult to understand, and 
which the boy says he did understand and 
ho rofuscd to answer, After repeated 
efforts to procure an answor a strap a little 
over an inch wide and perhaps three feet 
long was doubled aad applied to his back 
and shoulders as he sit in a common 
Kitchen chair, The whipping lasted for a 
considerable time, one witness stated 
about halfan hour. The whipping was 
at intervals che question 
‘and ao answer sought. 
Firally whon the boy was told to stand 
up he gave in aod answered the question, 
‘An examivatioa of the back, showed by 
diagram produced by Dr. Youker, » num~ 
ber of bruises, discolorations of the skin, 
and some red marks, One bruise on the 
back was accompanied with swelling. 
The examination was made by the Dr. 
on the Sih Auguat, the whipping having 
occurred on the evening of the 
Bed of August. Constable McQuigg who 
saw the oack of the boy several day» be- 
fore Dr, Youker, described the boy's back 
as follewe: ‘The back was very much d 
colored—colors black and blue, bruises, it 
extended below the shoulder blade—vory 
badly marked nearly to the elbow on the 
lefc arm, the loft ahoulder was the worst— 
itextended across the back aod down be» 
low shoulder blade and across and down 
the back, The back was discolored below 
the shoulder blade. 

I think the view to take of acase of 
this descriptivo is as follows: [t is the 
duty to the child aod society, to make @ 
child obey, The unruly, disorderly ele~ 
ment of society is the element over which 
no parental control or descipline has been 
maintained A disobedient, rebellious 
child ia almost certain to become a bad 
citizen, {no the days of anciont Rome and 
Greece, parents had the absolute control 
of the child, and held it a parental and 
natural duty to eaforce obedience at aay 
coat to thechild, In these days I thiak 
it is the law of our land that a parent may 
insist upon the obedience of the child, 
and may enforce that obedience by casti~ 
gation up toac rtain limit, Up to that 
limit 1 do not think the law can intertere. 
Ifa parent oes beyond that limit, then it 
is in the provinco of the law to interfere in 
the interests of the child asa member of 
the body pol.tic. What is that limit? 
Can it be defiaitely ascertained? 1 think 
iwcan? 1 fix the limit ut cruelty or ex- 
cessive flogging. By these expreasions I 
mean fi -geing to anextent to cause great 
physical suffering or permanent injury. 
In this cvse | am perfectly satisfied there 
was no viodistiveness or maliciousness on 
the part of Mra, Diamond. I believe she 
waa actuated by an honest belief that what 
she did was tight and proper aod ip the 
interest of the boy. It had become a 
contest as to who should give in, the boy 
or his stepmother, I think Mrs. Dia- 
mond felt that she must continue 
uotil the boy yielded. Did she 
go too far? Was it excessive 
puoishment. From Dr. Youker'a 
evidence, and the evidence of Mrs. Mc- 
Quaig, Lam of the opinion she went too 
tur. IL thiok that the whipping should 
have ceased before it did ; and something 
else tried. If | was to hold otberwise, I 
feel I would open the door too widely. 
There are some parents posseased of good 
judgment, io whose hands childrea would 
be safe; there are others, who when 
brought before me, charged with a similar 
offence, would point to the evidence of 
the state of the boy in this case, and say 
they had not exceeded that puoishment, 
While 1 am obliged to find as as above I 
feel that | am bound to say, that Miss 
Diamond, although going too far in my 
judgment did not intend to do anything 
wrong. Sheatopped the punishment as 
soon as the boy yielded, Ido not find 
in the evidence anything to make me 
think otherwise than that Mrs, Diamond 
was actuated by the purest, best and 
highest motives in ioflicting punishment 
upon the boy. | dare not hold however, 
otberwise than | have found. It is nov 
the case of a person vindictively and 
maliciously inflicting injury, It is the 
case of a lady whom I believe to be a 
kind, sincere, christian, who has gone 
farther than perhaps she was aware of 
while iaflictiog the punishment. The an- 
fortunate notoriety of the case is alto« 
gether too great a punishment I think, 
under the circumstances, | must impose 
a nominal fine of $3 and costs. Costs 
will be awarded witnesses if they dosire 
them,

Vart of the Cattle Sheds Baroed Last Night 


Shortly betore twelve o'clock last night 
fire was discovered in the cattle sheds at 
the rear end of the exhibition grounds aod 
soon the western end of the city was 
brilliantly ilominated. The fire brigade 
were quick to respond, but the fire had 
gained considerable headway as the build- 
ings are composed of pine lumber which 
was very dry, and a considerable amount 
of straw in each. The fire had evidently 
originated in the centre of the west end. 
The fire eat its way southward tothe end 
of the sheds were )t went out tor the want 
of material, meaawhile the fire had been 
travelling northward with great rapidity 
aod fremen G. Frost, R, Tuiteaod J. 
Gordineer were put to work cutting 
through the sheds to make a gap so as to 
arrest the progress of the fire. The men 
had barely finished their task wheo 
the flames were upon them, This 
proved effective, however, and the 
fire was under control. The firemen 
worked heroically and as only one stream 
could be had to play upon the flames they 
were handicapped in no small way. The 
oesrest hydrant is at the corner of Yeo- 
mans and Bridge streets which is over a 
thousand feet from the scene of the fire, 
consequently it was impossible to have 
over one stream at play. There was a 
good pressure however at this distance, 
Tbe heat was also intense which made the 
fire more difficult to fight, It was a 
grand spectacle and was witnessed by a 
large number of people. 

The property is owned by the Freehold 
Trust and Savings Company of Toronto 
and the buildings are fully covered by in 
surance in the Lancashire, 

The fire is supposed w have beea caused 
by tramps, or by some of the men and 
boys who make fair grounds a rendezvous 
for card playing Sunday afternoons,

my miond Mr, Amblor's health was 
Dad, and frequent attacke of illness 
caused him to be away from the office 
for weeks at a timo, and that meant 
much loss tomo When [had been there 
about a year, he rosigned bis position 
and went as manager for a faotory in 
New Haven. Bat before leaving he in 
terested himself so far in my welfare as 
to seonre moa position with a firm of 
brokers in Now stroot at a salary of 
$10 a week. My omployora were good 
follows, lovers of pleasure and mon of 
the world, not serupling to talk freely 
with mo of their various adventures out 
of business hours, I had lost much of 
my awkwardnes#s and gauche manners, 


nnd under the $10 a week arrangement Jim Irving, w! 


began to dreas fairly well. My omploy- 


ers did a brokerage business and specu 
lated ae woll on their own acoount, 

My duties were decidedly light and 
pleasant and brought mo into contact 


with somo of tho sharpest as well as! following Sunday, 


tho most famous men in the street, 
Amoug them was a brilliant young man 
of my own age, Who took a great fancy 
to me and frequently proposed that wo 
should start for ourselves, Boing doubt- 
ful of my powers, I ahrank from risking 
wy scanty funds in apy speculative ven- 
ture, Much to my mother's concern I 
had begun attending the theater, and 
one night on my friend Wood's inyita- 
tion I went with him to Niblo's. After 
the performance we went to supper at 
Delmonico’s, and I was perfectly fas- 
cinated by the company and surround- 
ings, going home long past midnight a 
different man than I had last loft it. 

‘Tho next day Ed came to the office and 
{nyited me to lunch, where, after mak- 
ing some disparaging remarks about the 
country cut of my garments, ho offered 
to introduce me to his tailor, who was 
noyor ina hnrry for his money. After 
business that day we walked up town 
togothor, and, prompted by Ed, I order- 
ed $150 worth of garments, then went 
to his ontfitter and ordered nearly an

One amusing result was that when, a 
few days later, I walked down to our 
office, comme il fant in garb, my em- 
ployers raised my salary to $50 4 wi 
but this left me poorer than when I had 
husbanded my poor little $10. Soon 
after, piloted by Ed, I ventured $50 on 
fo margin in gold. Unluckily I won, in- 
vested again and again, and within 14 
days was $284 ahead. I paid my tailor 
and ontfitter’s bill, bonght a $100 
watch on credit and gave a wine supper 
on borrowed money. Soon after this I 
went to board at the old St, Nicholas, 
the then fashionable hotel. From that 
time I began to drift more and moro 
away from home influences. 

Soon after the wino supper episode I 
threw up my position, and Ed and I 
started on our own account under tho 
name of E. Weed & Co. My partner's 
parents were wealthy, and his father 
had been well known in the streot, 
which fact gave us standing. 

Tho yeara I speak of were fortunate 
ones for Wall street, stocks of every 
kind on the boom, the general wealth 
of the country massing up by leaps and 
bounds, and every kind of speculative 
enterprise boing lannched. Our firm 
history was the usual one of broker 
firms in that tumultuous arena—the Wall 
street of those days—commissions in 
plenty, greenback in plenty, but one’s 
bank account never growing, for what 
was made by day in the wild excitement 
of khifting values was thrown away 
amid wilder scenes at night. Thoso, 
too, were indeed the flush times for 
the professional gambler, for men wero 
not content unless they burned the can- 
dle at both ends. Day faro banks wero 
open everywhere around the exchange, 
and enormous sums were nightly staked 
in the up town games. These were ey- 
erywhere, all protected, and the propri- 
etors invested their money for rent, fix- 
tures, efc., with as much confidence 
and kept their doors open as freely as if 
embarked in a legitimate speculation.

From being a more dotective 
on the staff he became chief, And traly 
thid meant somothing in those days, 
Tho groat civil war had but lately end- 
od, and tho country was still reeling , 
from tho mighty conflict, The flush 
times remltant from the enormons 
money iwme of the government kept 
everything booming. The foundations 
of sdolety were shaken, and yico no Jon- 
gor hid itself in the dark caves and dens 
of the groat city. ! 

But to return to sy friend, Captain 
ho, before our party hud 
soparated, had opened three bottles of 
wine. Boforo leaving I had asked him 
to call on meat the St, Nicholas The 
next day he came and invited mo to 
take a drive with him to Fordham the 
On Sunday ho ap- 
peared behind & fast trotting horse and 
in every respect an elegant turnont. 

Soon after dark wo returned to my 
hotel, and after dinner, lighting our ci- 
girs, we started for police headquar- 
tors, There ho attended to some routine 
business, having first introduced me to 
two of his chief detectives, Many who 
read this will recognize the men, but 
in this narrative they will be known aa 
Stanley and White, I will not farther 
doseribe them now, but ox they will ap- 
pear in the story from time to time the 
roader will be able to judge what man- 
nor of men they wore. 

For the next eight weeks my life 

went on much the same as uinal In | 
our business wo made some money, but 
by one unfortunate investment lost our 
entire capital, and, what proyed worse 
for me, my partner's hoalth began to 
fail.

Meeting Irving from time to time, he 
was most flattering in his attentions, 
while I was young enough and silly 
enough to be pleased with his notice, 
Ono evening about this time I met him 
while coming out of Wallaok’s theater. 
Shaking hands warmly, he invited mo 
to supper at what was then known a4 
upper Delmonico's. After supper, walk~ 
ing to the St, Denis hotel at Broadway 
and Eleventh street, we found Detect- 
ives Stanley and White.

in his diocese (Auvergne), and we notice 
that by this time these settlements are 
xometimes called parochiae and some= 
times dioceses, 

Later on, Gregory of Tours (A.D. 539- 
693) more often calls the country cures 
Mioceses and the Episcopal seo the pa- 
rochia. But, call them what you will, 
we are fairly well Instructed as to th 
manner in which the country parishes 
(as we call Chem now) rose up in Gaul:
